REPUBLICAN MEETINGS, 
THE THIRD WARD. 

The Republicans of the Third Ward met at 
Eggieston’s Hall, No. 619 State street, last even- 
ing for routine business, and aleo for the pur- 
pose of expressing their appreciation of the 
nominations made by the party at the Conven- 
tion held Tuesday. The meeting was largely at- 
tended, and the utmost good feeliog prevailed. 
But one sentiment found expression among 
those who composed the audience : hostility to 
Hesing and his colleagues, a determination to 
spare no honorable means by which the ticket 
might succeed, the exercise of proper precan- 
tions to prevent repeating, stuffing, etc., and, 
finally, to attend in a body and vote solidly. 

The meeting was called to order by B. F. 
Wakeman, who announced the presence of Mr. 
W. H. Eddy, on old war-horse” of the party, 
whom he proposed should address the audience. 
Mr. Eddy declining, Murry Nelson was apbealed 
to, and, pending his acceptance, Mr. Eddy was 
again called for and responded. He stated thai 


“he hardly knew what to talk about or where to 


begin. The field in which the party were to 
operate was one of the utmost importance. The 
Opposition had no defined principles, and the 
deficiency in that behalf he illustrated by an 
amusing story which created uproarioas laugh- 
ter. For his part he was rejoiced to be able to 
once more raise his voice in bebalf of that 
grand oid party which when treason raised its 
venomous head iu our country, armed for the 
fray, fought for the right, and conqured vie- 
tory. If they bucklea on their armor, and 
laid aside the little bickerings which often 
prevailed in polities, they would undoubtedly 
prevail. They had on tLeir side a scholar and a 
gentleman against a man who was unworthy of 
support. Hesing was a man who claimed that 
he paid his debts dollar for dollar, which, while 
it was commendabie, should not be done at the 
expense of the tax-payeis of Cook County. The 
salary was but $4,000 a year, and tne speaker 
ventured the prophecy that when he retired 
from the office Hesing would at that time, if he 
bohestiy discharged the duties incumbent upon 
bim, remain in the same condition regarding his 
creditors as he did at the present time. He 
then, referring to the candidates nominated on 
the regular ticket, spoke in complimentary terms 
of their integrity and capacity, and predicted 
their success by a pronounced majority. 

Murry Nelson then took the floor, and, after 
expressing thanks for the honor extended him, 
gave a history of the labors of the Republican 
party in the Tinrd Ward. At present, in the 
opinion of the speaker, there was as much dan- 
ger from the Opposition party as there was from 
rebels on the day when Fort Sumter wae fired 
upon. The programme tbey expected to carry 
out was to accomplish victory bv stuffing the 
ballot-box and other pernicious and fraudulent 
practices. But it was easy to prevent this; all 
they had to do was to go to the polls and insist 
upon a fair election. Let each man who was 
identified with, and claimed to support, the 
party go to the polls and remain there all day, 
and see that ne one was permitted to do this vil- 
lainy, which would be winked at by the judges 
appointed to guard the interests of the Hesimg- 


ites. 

R. M. Mitchell, being vociferously called upon, 
applaudeu the nominations made by the Con ven- 
tion. That of Mr. Huck was reprehended by 
some on the ground that he was of aristocratic 
inclinations and principles. If this were true it 
redounded to the credit of the Convention. The 
reputation of Chicago was not such as to be 
above criticism, and it was commendable in those 
who had the disposition of the nomination to se- 
lect the standard-bearer from the class who 
would not be swayed by private interests. The 
colored vote in Cook County was 1,300, and it 
would be cast as a man for the regular Repub- 
lican ticket. 

„Doe Washington thought the party had 
some good men, aod asa Republican he should 
do all that he could for the support of the 
ticket. Many who were there that night were 
with the Republican party in its darnest days, 
and he proposed to remain with it in the days 
when it had emerged therefrom into the dawn 
of prosperity. At this point the speaker de- 
parted from the subject at issue, and traveled 
into the Southern country. detailiag bis experi- 
ence there and the fact that the colored race 
residing in that section had been misrepresented, 
etc. * 

Justice Hoisingten believed that now was 
the time to work, and urged his hearers to reo- 
ommend party’s principles to all citizens, 
aod ratify the nominations made. If they 
elected the ticket nominated, it would be to the 
interest of all parties; it was one that they 
should stick by and work for eagerly, zealously, 
diligently. If they su they would have 
accumplished a noble work. 

George Abrahams hor ed that every man would 
go to the polls and do his duty. Mr. Louis Huck 
was no bankrupt, aud when he was elected he 
would accept the office, and do that which was 
right, not only to the laboring class, but to the 
tax-payers, the Republicans in this city de- 
sired success, let each one go to the polls, vote 
himself, and see that his friends did likewise. 

Mr. Jernigan stood a straight and true Repub- 
lican. He went to the Convention to do the best 
he could, and he had done so. Not being able 
tc make a speech, he retired. 

At the conclusion of the last-named speaker's 
address the meeting adjourned to Saturday 
night, when it will convene at No. 13) Fourth 
avenue, The Executive Committee will meet 
this evening at No. 529 State street.

He was an honest business-man, who had sufii- 
cient means to live on without making money by 
corrupt means. The gentleman then enumer- 
ated the different names on tlie two tickets, and 
held that the Republican was by far the best, 
aod contrasted McCleary and Malloy with 
Messrs. Nelson and Jones as candidates for 
County Commussioners. The s er alluded 
to his own course in the County and left 
it, with —. to the public to judge for them- 
selves. 6 thought that every man who had 
done his duty in public office should not be for- 
gotten by the voters on eiection-day. ne Op- 
position party would muster all their forces on 
that day, and it behooved Republicans to turn 
outand vote, and thus aidin carrying the day 
for honesty. In less than thirty days after the 
People’s party had elected a sheriff, the expenses 
of the office were increased $20,000, and that 
was their reform. He urged the necessity of 
watching the polls to prevent illegal voting. as 
the Opposition party would do all they could to 
carry this election by fraud, and if the people 
could not prevent this they would fall under the 
power of the worst ring-tyranny ever known. 

Mr. Charles H. Reed, having entered, was 
called upon, and entertaived the audience with 
a brief speech. He wanted every Republican to 
urge his hired men ani friends to vote for low 
taxes on election day, which meant the success 
of the Republican party. Every laborer, every 
employe, should vote the Republican ticket. 
Every honest laborer wanted good government, 
and it was only the pimps, loafers, and thieves, 
who could not be reasoned with. Let the labor- 
ing classes be reasoned with; let their employ- 
ers give them the time to vote without docking 
them for it. At each poll the Republicans shouid 
have at least three honest men as watchers to 
count the votes. This election appealed to the 
tax-payer directly, and every one ought to turn 
out and vote. 

Col. Ricaby followed Mr. Reed, and said that 
he was opposed to electing a party of men who 
merely wanted the spoils of office,—who calied 
themselves the Opposition party. They had no 
platform and no honor, aud their opposition was 
opposition only to 4 It was well enough 
to talk of respectability. but respectability had 
turned over our city to the lowest classes and 
the mob. The Republican ticket was a credit to 
the party, and it deserved the support of every 
honest man. Mr. Huck was a gentieman of 
character and influence, and, though he 
might not be as smart as Mr. Hesing 
in making voters, he was an exemplary 
gentleman, and nothing could be said 
against him. This county paid $12,000,000 
taxes annualiy and got nothing for it. Unless 
more zeal was shown the Hesing party would 
beat. They must ali vote, as the Opposition 
would bring in their tickets by the wheelbarrow 
load, and compel their hordes to vote early and 
often unless they were watcned. 

Col. Cooper followed Col. Kicaby, and also 
urged upon the Republican voters to stand by 
the ticket for their own safety and protection, 
after which the meeting adjourued. 

THE NINTH WARD. 

An enthusiastic meeting of the Ninth Ward 
Republican Club was held last night at No. 217 
Biue Island avenue, Mr. R. T. Kennedy in the 
chair, and A. T. Maddock acting as Secretary. 
Mr. Maddock stated that he had called the meet- 
ing for the purpose of discussing their ways and 
means of defeating Hesing and electing Huck, 
and made a few remarks to that effect. 


Speeches were in order, and Maj. Dean, in re- 
sponee to the general call, spoke for a few 
minutes on the election question. He consider- 
ed it the duty of every citizen to work to defeat 
Hesing aud elect the Republican ticket, and that 
there had been enough of the Op osition, that 
the people were tired of the corruption and rob- 
beries, and that better men were wanted in 
oftice. A comparison between Huck and Hesing 
was drawn, in which the former was indorsed as 
a straightforward, honest, energetic map, aud 
one who would fill the seat of County 
Treasurer in a creditable manner: 

that a man who sought oflice 

as a means of being able to pay 
debts had no business with the position. Maj. 
Dean was very hopeful, and considered that if 
every man would pull off bis coat and work as 
he shouid, the Republicans would carry this city 
by at least 6,000 majority, and with the prestige 
of victory, in the Presidential election in 1876, 
might be able to have things their own way. 

Mr. M. M. Milter, the next speaker, made a 
roview of the past deeds and present condition 
of the Republican party. in which he affirmed it 
to be the protector of all men, opposers as weil 
as friends, the salvation of the Union from the 
destruction of the war, and the only true party 
of the country. He prophesied a bright and 
glorious future, as the supporters and friends 
were more determined than ever before to see a 
good government and the right administration 
of public affairs. He stated that the election 
would show a big majority for them, and that 
the time was not far distant “hen peace and 
prosperity sbould take the place of the discord, 
contusion, and dissensions of late. By a grand 
rally, the tables might be turned, and an end put 
to the miserable management and mitappropria- 
tion of the present reign. Since there was no 
Democratic party at present; all the honest 
voters had come to the Republicans, seeing the 
correct principles and platform underlying the 
party. 

Ald. Campbell was loud in his denunciation of 
the ‘‘Opposition,” which to his mind was simply 
a scramble for office, as shown bY the doings of 
the last two years. A Republican rally would be 
the rescue of tne city, and toa graat extent do 
away with all tne rings and cliques existing in 
our goveraing bodies. Amoog the indicted Al- 
dermen there had not to bis knowledge been one 
who was elected oo the straight Republican 
ticket. Of the Opposition or Citizens’ party 
there has been enough, and also of Hesing, the 
Chief Engineer. The fight at present was ex- 
clusively between the candidates for the County 
Treasurerebip, and he for one did not 
want a man who was an  acknowl- 
edged life-long politician and a banker, 
one who went to Springfield and brought 
about au act of the Legisiasure whereby the 
public privting, a job of from $20,0000 to 40,000 
per year for fifteen or twenty years, was turned 
over to bim; he did not want sucha man to 
bandle the county funds. He believed Huck to 
be a man of high standing and integrity, and 
wanted him elected. Mr. Campbell dwelt long 
and vigorously upon the subject of turning over 
the county money,and wanted the fends counted 
and delivered not to Mr. Miller's successor, but 
to the citizens of Chicago. Where there were 
rings within rings, an endless chain, who knew 
where the money went, and how would it be 
possible to prevent a default ? 

The Club has appointed a Committee of three, 
Messrs. M. F. Dacrett, C. Mamer, and M. M. 
Miller, to engage a bell and make preparations

If Huck proved to be strong enough to draw 
off a fair proportion of the German vote, Mr. 
Keeley said he felt confident of the result. 

When asked what he thought of the Jefferso- 
nian movement, Mr. Keeley said that it seemed 
very like a farce in Hesing s interest. He read 
over the Committee of Nine appointed 
by that Club to select delegates, 

pointed out they were all, 
or most of them, Hesing men avowedly and en- 
ergetically. Ther would be sure to pick out 
Hesing men in every ward, and by that simple 
method would pack the Convention for Hesing 
without a doubt. But, after all, the action of 
the Club didn’t amouat to much anyway. The 
Convention would be composed of men already 
pledged to vote for Hesing, and tae Club con- 
stituency was not a formidable matter. 

THE JEFFERSONIANS. 

President Hoyne, of the Jeffersonians, yester- 
day announced the committee of nine which the 
Club had the previous evening directed him to 
appoint. The Committee consists of F. H. Win- 
stop, Hans Herting. J. K. Doolittle, Jr., Thomas 
E. Courtney, Mike Evans, Frank Schweinfurth, 
John Forsythe, James Dooley, and Miles Kehoe. 

The Committee met in the afternoon at Mr. 
Doolittie’s office, aud proceeded to the work of 
appointing delegates to the Jeffersonian Con- 
vention. Not much progress was made, and 
the Committee adjourned to mest at the same 
place this afternoon, to go on with the work.

THE HON. THOMAS HOYNE, 

President of the Jeffersonians, on being asked 
about the comiug Convention resterday, said that 
the intention was to make it an intensely respect- 
able body of men—men whom neither Hesing nor 
any other man could buy. The Club did not, he 
said, expect to elect snybody—hbad not, in fact, 
claimed that they could put up anybody to be suc- 
cessful, but still they proposed to make such a 
ticket as would compel the respect of everybody, 
as much from the character of the Conventioa 
as that of the candidates, 

Mr. Hoyne took issue with a Tarsune state- 
ment that the Jeffersonian Club had been swal- 
lowed up by the Opposition party and was 
now about to hold a Convention and then die. 
He asserted, in contradiction, that the Club was 
composed of men who could not be bought up, 
and that the Convention would be of the same 
stamp. 

When asked if it was not a moral certainty 
that the Convention would indorse Hesing, Mr. 
Hoyne said that they might do so,—-he was not 
prepared to state whether they would or 
not,—but he wanted the public to un- 
derstand that, if they did, it was 
no proof that Hesing owned and 
ran the Club. On this poiot Mr. Hoyne ap ed 
rather sensitive, and repeated that the Jeffer- 
sonian Club and its Convention was and was to 
be composed cf men who could not be bought. 

While substantially conceding the nomination 
of Mr. Hesing by the Convention, Mr. Hoyne 
rather hinted that the rest of the ticket was 
likely to be different from the others in the

THE STEVENS POINT WIS, TRAGEDY, 
Oshkosh (Wis.) Northw stern, Oct. 18. 

So many different accounts have been in cir- 
culation since the shooting of Sheriff Baker, in 
regard to the circumstances that led to the ter- 
rible affair, that your reporter has interviewed 
the Court wrighis in order to get their story, 
which they gave substantially as follows: About 
twenty years*ago Amos Courtwright and L. 
Hanchett entered into a partnership for the 
purpose of carrying on the lumber trade. They 
purchased what is now known as the Big Plover 
River, consisting of a mill and considerable pine 
lands. They out what lumber they manu- 
factured on tha river. Courtwright usually 
went out with it to market, and Baker, then 3 
young man, made more than one trip for him. 
Courtwright and Hanchett were in business to- 
gether but a short time. Courtwright bought 
out Hanchett, giving bim a mortgage on the 
property to secuw@# part of the payment.

A MAN KILLS HIS NEPHEW. 
New Tora Herald, 

ARcHBALD, Pa., Oct. 19.—This usually quiet 
mountain town ig at a fever of fervid excitement 
over @ thrilling tragedy which has just taken 
place here, and in which a young man named 
Anthony Scanlon was slain, having been stabbed 
to the heart, it is alleged, by his uncle, Michael 
Nolan. The latter was arrested this morning 
and brought before a Justice of the Peace, who 
committed him to the County Prison to await 
trial. Nolan has for some time past kept a 
saloon in the centre of the town, and to this 
rendes vous three of his nephews—to-wit, An- 
thony, Michael, aud Peter Scanlon, all young 
men, repaired last night. They had not been 
there long when a dispute arose between them- 
selves and another party in the barroom, and 
this so‘aggravated their uncle, the innkeeper, that 
be threatened to have them arrested at once, un- 
less they desisted, They paid no attention, how- 
ever, and, seeing this, No became quite exas- 
perated, and proceeded to put them out. Io front 
of the saloon the Seanions turned on him, knock- 
ed um down and kicked him, and at this juncture 
another nephew, named Tunill, arrived on the 
scene, and, brandishing a knife, swore if they 
did not leave off beating his uncle Le would have 
their lives. Nolan then rose to his feet, when a 
fierce fight with dirk-knives eneued, the con- 
testants striking — abont them in their 
drunken desperation. The scene was truly ter- 
mbie, and baffles description. Women ran 
screaming into the street, and begged of the 
men to desist their butcherous and brutal work, 


satiated with blood. 
onslaught, Anthony Scanlon received a shocking 


blade penetrating the lung and making a mortal 
wound. He sank slowir, and died to-day in 
great agony. Hus brother, Peter Scanlon, was 
stabbed in the cheek and on the back, below the 
right shoulder. His wounds were sewed up, 
aud are not expected to prove fatal. 
Nolan, who has been arrested for the stabbing, 
is about 40 vears of age, and brother to Scan- 
jon’s mother, who is most intent on prosecuting 
bim to the fullest extent of the law.

CHURCH UNION. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune: 

Ontcaso0, Oct. 20.— our editorial of yesterday 
on Methodists and Episcopalians” has a few 
inaccuracies, and Knowing the sensitiveness 
towards any suggestion which savors of any 
superiority in any way of the Episcopal Church 
I beg to reply. Neither A Lover of Unity,“ 
nor the Episcopal Church bas suggested a return 
to the Episcopal Church. Not that our Meth- 
odist brethren, Bishops, clergy, and laity, would 
not be warmly welcomed, and upon such terms 
as Coke himself proposed to Seabury and White, 
but the General Convention, embracing all the 
Bishops and representatives, both clerical and 
lay, of the whole Episcopal Church, desire 
and pray for something different from ascend- 
ency,—tor 4 visible unity of all God's 
people—for that oneness for Which Jesus Christ 
prayed by which “men” may know that” we 
are His disciples —for the Church of the 
Future, which is to be the Church of the Past in 
its orginal purity and beauty, but adding to 
these the depth of its analyses, the breadth of 
ite syntheses, the experience of its eviis. its 
struggles and sufferings, through ali the ceatu- 
ries—a Church having one God, one faith, one 
baptism,” and one Shepherd. We Episcopalians 
simpiy ask for an earnest and hearty desire upon 
the part of ail for a visible unity ; a readiveas to 
meet in Conference such as that of Bonn, with 
the spirit there displayed. A few such Confer- 
ences would discover a way of uuiversal approval 
for an organic and visible union. 

The union of the Methodists and Episcopalians 
was wisely suggested by yourself, as these two 
bodies have rea:ly slight reasons for remaining 
apart. The veverable Presiding Bishop of the 
American Episcopal Church, in a recent commu- 
nication, says he has looked forward with hope 
aud some degree of confidence fora closer, if 
not organic, union of the various acd svattered 
branches of one of the oldest daughters of the 
Reformation,—the Presbyterian churches of 
Germany, Holland, Scotland, England, Lreland, 
Canada, andthe United States. From 
my point of view, I should have rejoiced if it 
had been in their hearts to have discarded ail 
modern Coofessions of Faith, and to have fallen 
back, s the basis of larger union in future. upon 
the two ancient creeds, a very short liturgy, em- 
bracing at first hardly more than the Lord's 
Prayer, the Pealter, and the two ancient hymus, 
‘Gloria in Excelsis’ and re Deum.“ The 
Bishop says of the Pan-Epiecopal Council 
at Bonn, consisting mainly of representatives 
of the three historic churches, that the Ameri- 
can mind finds thé same difficulty in compre- 
hending how a long debate could have occurred 
in the late Pan-Presbyterian Assembly in Lon- 
don, whether auy hymus should be allowed in 
public worship, except metrical and very un- 
poetic versions Of the Paalms. Broader, and, as 
they élaim, more liberal-minded Christians, can 
hardly venture to laugh at these things whilst 
the Baptists are being convulsed with the ques- 
tion of open communion.” 

The great mass of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church would prefer, if they should leave thei: 
own body, to go to one of the largest denomina- 
tions as a measure of economy, thus having one 
division less. We do not say with that eminent 
Baptist clergyman of New York, ** Oursed pe 
he chat gettetu up a new sect,” Sut tha. he mis 
takes sadly the signs of the times who hopes 
for success therein.

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Greenbacks, at the New York Gold Ex- 
change yesterday, opened at 853, and rose to 
864, but reacted to 864, at which figure they 
closed. . 


Ex-Secretary MoCvroon has published 
his plan of resumption. He would have the 
Secretary of the Treasury redeem such green- 
backs as were offered him in 4} per cent gold 
bonds. The legal-tenders received in ex- 
change for the bonds would be destroyed. 
This plan is becoming generally recognized 
as the best. This is a good sign, for believers 
in honest money must act on a definite pro- 
gramme in order to succeed.

THE MONSTER SUBSIDY. 

A convention is to be held in St. Louis on 
the 23d of November to make some arrange- 
ments for a combined attack upon the next 
Congress for a subsidy to enable Col. 
Tom Scort’s Co ction Company to build 
the Southern Pacific Railway. The Southern 
newspapers are discussing this matter rather 
vehemently ; the most of them, in their anxi- 
ety, are quarreling over the question of 
the eastern terminus of the railway. Every 
town and village, from the Rio Grande to New 
Orleans, and from New Orleans to St. Louis, 
claims to be the spot destined from all time 
ag Col. Scort’s headquarters; and each town 
concedes that, if any other be selected, the 
road will be an abortion and the subsidy a 
waste of money. The Louisville Courier. 
Journal considers that the St. Louis Conven- 
tion shall settle this question, and that all 
other places must submit; that if St. Louis 
be designated, as it is intended the Conven- 
tion shall designate it, New Orleans mast 
submit, it having river communication with 
St. Louis. Leaving this question of the se- 
lection of the eastern terminus to be settled 
at the Convention, we invite the attention of 
the public to the subsidy scheme itself. 

There have been various Southern Pacific 
Railroad schemes projected, including Frz- 
mont’s Continental affair; there have been 
much selling of bonds, and swapping of char- 
ters, and grants of land, until at last all 
the charters, and all the grants, and all the 
pieces and parcels of road constructed and 
partially constructed have fallen into the 
hands of Col. Tom Scorr, or of a corpora- 
tion of which he is the head. This corpora- 
tion has no capital and never had,—that is, 
no cash was ever put in, and what has been 
done has been dene by the sale of bonds. 
Scorr’s Railroad Company or Companies have 
in turn contracted with Col. Scort’s Cox- 
struction Company to build the railroad and 
take all the grants, subsidies, and othér 
means. But the Construction Company has 
no more money than the Railroad Company, 
and the panic of 1873 put a stop to the sale 
of any more of its bonds. There are con- 
structed several pieces of railruvad, starting at 
various points and leading towards a common 
centre. Of these roads there are 317 miles 
of railway completed, and 117 miles partly 
equipped. This 434 miles of roadway is in 
debt to the extent of $25,000 per mile, the 
interest being at the rate of 6 per cent in 
gold; in other words, they owe a debt of 
$10,850,000, bearing 6 per cent interest in 
gold, which interest is in default since 1873. 
Two distinct routes were laid out to the Pa- 
cific, but it is proposed that the two roads 
shall unite at some point, and thence run on 
a single line to the Pacific. The whole dis- 
tance to San Diego is about 2,200 miles, with 
the right to continue the road to San Fran- 
cisco, or about 500 miles further. The pres- 
ent scheme, however, is to San Diego. The 
job is that the United States shall guarantee 
the payment of the interest on the bonds of 
the Railroad Company at the rate of 5 per 
cent per annum in gold, the bonds to run 
forty years, and to be guaranteed at the rate 
of $40,000 per mile of the road. Let us see 
what this subsidy amounts to in all: 


Only one hundred and seventy- 
six millions of dollars in gold! Only an an- 
nual tax of $4,400,000 in gold, given to Mr.

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In looking at this proposition for Soorz's 
subsidy of one hundred and seventy-six mill- 
ions of cash, iri gold, it should be borne in 
mind that a precisely similar claim is pre- 
sented in behalf of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road Company, which, hopelessly bankrupt, 
wants the Gowernment to indorse its bonds 
at the same rite per mile. Putting the two 
propositions together, the corruptionists of 
the country will present themselves in the 
lobby at Washington next winter, demanding 
of Congress that an annual grant in the form 
of interest of nine or ten millions of dollars 
a year for forty years be voted to the man- 
agers of these two bankrupt schemes, and 
that the money be raised from the people by 
taxation. The demand is now to be pressed 
because the next Congress is Democratic, and 
the South constitutes a majority of the Dem- 
ocratic members. It is claimed that, while 
the South was waging war for Democratic 
principles, and suifering the penalties there- 
of, subsidies were granted to Oakes Aus 
and his Credit Moloilier, and now the South, 
upon the return to: power, must be compen- 
sated by an even greater subsidy of cash gold. 

THE JEFFERSONIANS. 
The Jeffersonian Club, which has been so 


long silent, at last puts in an appearance in 


the political field, and at the last meeting 
voted, with but one dissenting voice, to call 
a County Convent ion next Tuesday, the dele- 
gates to this Conv ention to be reported by a 
committee formed; for this purpose. The 
objects of the Corrvention, however, are left 
in a very indefinite shape. It does not ap- 
pear certain from, the printed proceedings 
whether they propose to nominate a fresh 
ticket for the more respectable classes of the 
Democracy, or in dorse the Devil-Fish ticket, 
or whether they*propose to nominate any 
ticket at all. Itz is not impossible that the 
only object of cedling the Convention is for 
the appointments of a Central Committee and 
the formal organization of the Club and its 
constituents fore next year’s campaign. But 
one thing is certain. If it be the intention 
of the Jeffersonian Club to nominate a 
ticket, it wild falsify its own declaration 
of principles and will fail to commend 
itself to any portion of the community 
if it does not. nominate a fresh, clean ticket, 
filled with strong and honest men, and use 
its best efforts to crush out the Opposition 
ticket which Mr. Hrsmo heads, and which 
is not in gympsthy with the straight Demo- 
cratic , except as far as that party can 
be used fpr its purposes. The indefiniteness 
of its pmoceedings does not look well, and 
points towards an indorsement of the Oppo- 
sition, — that is, in case it makes any nomina- 
tions at all. If this is to be the outcome of 
the Jeffersonian movement, the people may 
well wonder why the Club was ever organ- 


| ized at all, since in its declaration of princi- 


ples it proclaimed itself in favor of political 
reform, of honesty in politics, of honest men 
in office, amd in opposition to every form of 
corruption. and dishonesty. It proclaimed it- 
self in favor of the purity of elections and 
the inviolability of the ballot-box, and gave 
the city to understand that the straight Dem- 
ocratic party would in the future boldly op- 
pose all rings and inaugurate an era of polit- 
ical purity. In one respect the Club has 
shown a disposition to live up to its princi- 
ples. It has put itself on record with refer- 
ence to the purity of elections by unani- 
mously adopting the following resolution : 

Resolved, That this Club, while desiring the defeat 
of the Republican party, yet desires victory over that 
party only by means of a fair and free election ; and 
we believe such election can be most certainly secured 
by giving to each. party a representation on the various 
Boards of Electum of honest men, selected by the par- 
ties which they represent respectively, and we earnest- 
ly hope that the Republican party will be given repre. 
sentatives chosen by the organization of that party on 
the Precinct Boards by the County Commissioners at 
the ensuing election in this county. 

This is at once both courteous and honor- 
able in a political opponent. It will be ap- 
preciated by the Republicans, and will give 
their Committee great moral help in present- 
ing their demand to the County Board for 
representation at the polls. It will indicate 
more clearly than ever, if the Board refuses 
this request of the Republicans, reinforced 
by the indorsement of the Jeffersonians, that 
its purpose is to carry the election by ballot- 
box stuffing and false returns.

outside of the city. Ripe in the experience 
ef the oppression and corruption of the old 
(County Government, the people of this city 
and county proceeded at the first election to 
provide a new and creditable County Legisla- 
ture.

An examination of these lists will indicate 
the gradual but rapid tendency to general 
corruption. In the list of 1871 there may 
be a few names in which the public had no 
confidence, but the majority of honest and 
creditabie.citizens was so large as to inspire 
universal confidence. Mr. Asuron, it is true, 
is no longer in the Board, but he has been 
succeeded by John McCarrrey! With the 
retirement of Messrs. Cover and Jones, Mr. 
Burpick will stand almost alone among the 
city members. In the progress of time, 
nearly all the members of American birth 
have been “ weeded out,” and their places 
filled by persons of ocher nationalities. The 
degeneracy of the Board is so evident that 
there is no occasion to give names. Asa 
body, in case Mr. Husrno’s ticket be elected, 
the Board will be worse than the old Board 
of Supervisors in its worst days. This body, 
of which eight members are a majority, is 
the legislature of this county ; it is absolute 
in the amount of its expenditures, and can, 
by the vote of eight members, add five or six 
millions te debt of the county. And this 
legislature, which is of tenfold more im- 
portance to Cook County than is the State 
Legislature, is composed of the men whose 
names are given in the list of 1875. 

This condition of things proves that the 
responsibility for all this is on the voters— 
especially on those voters who do not vote. In 
the space of four years the corrupt class— 
the contractors and speculators—have so 
managed that they have three-fourths of the 
whole Board, and in another year will have 
the whole fifteen members selected by them- 
selves. Ohange of system or change of Gov- 
ernment will not change the character of the 
Government, if those who are the most deeply 
interested in honest legislation abstain from 
voting, and leave the election of public of- 
ficers exclusively to such a mob as that 
which nominated Mr. Hzesrxe and his associ- 
ates a few days ago. 

Two city. members of this Board have to 
be elected on election day. The Republicans 
have nominated Mr. Murry NRLsox and Mr. 
Joun Jones. Mr. Nxisox is nominated for 
the place left vacant by Mr. Croves. Every 
man in the city will admit his peculiar fitness 
for the office, and his honesty and ability. 
He can be elected if those who prefer honest 
Government will take the trouble to go to the 
polls and vote for him. Do the people of 
this city propose to abandon all effort to pro- 
tect their interests, and let the County Com- 
missioners, who are now worse than the old 
**19” of the Common Council, have their 
own way, without any one to check or protest 
against their action ? 

The most despotic and the most liberal na- 
tions of Europe are both carrying out exten- 
sive schemes of land reform. The most des- 
potic nation is Russia. The Ozar has com- 
manded Polish proprietors in the five Prov- 
inces of Wilna, Minsk, Vitebsk, Grodno, and 
Kovno to sell their lands to their Russian 
tenants at certain fixed rates. The object of 
this is said to be to impoverish the nobles 
and thus crush out their zeal and power for 
insurrection. Its effect, however, will prob- 
ably be good, for it will pat the land in the 
hands of those who till it,—a consummation 
for the sake of which some injustice mav be 
condoned. The second nation is England, or 
rather that fraction of the English people 
which inhabit Prince Edward’s Island. That 
island has hitherto been owned by a few 
absentees. The monopoly became a grievous 
burden. At last a Commission was appoint- 
ed, which has sequestrated the land, paid a 
a fair price for it to the ex-proprietors, and 
proposes to sell it to actual settlersin the 
name of the State.

THE NEW RAILROAD COMBINATION. 


what premature about congratulating the 
public upon the establishment of a new 
through-line from Chicago to New York by 
the joining of the Baltimore & Ohio and the 
Erie Railroads. The new line has been es- 
tablished, and the trains will be running, but 
in this case, as in so many others, Mr. 
Apams’ doctrine, that competition leads to 
combination” in railroad business, has an- 
other confirmation. It is rumored that Van- 
pERBILT, Scorr, and Garrerr have entered 
into a combination to put up freight rates 
upon the close of navigation, and passenger 
rates to correspond. This is the realization 
of the scheme which was attempted a year 
ago at Saratoga, and which failed on account 
of Mr. Garnert’s refasal to enter into it. 
Now, however, it appears that all are willing 
and eager to recoup the losses of the railroad 
war, and fleece the public to thatend. The 
new condition of things is more favorable to 
the combination. Vana controls two 
roads to Chicago,—the Michigan Southern 
and the Michigan Central, both connecting 
with the New York Central. Garrett has 
one—the Erie and Baltimore & Ohio—and 
Scorr another,—the Pennsylvania and Pitts- 
burg & Fort Wayne. Garrerr and Scorr 
have St. Louis connections,—the former 
through the Ohio & Mississippi, and the lat- 
ter by the Vandalia route; but VanpeRBILT 
has not. Ganrrerr and Scorr are to have the 
Southwestern trade, and VANDERBILT is to 
have the Northwestern trade. VaNDzRBILT, 
as usual, gets the best of it. 

There is just one hope that this combina- 
tion may be defeated,—that is, by the same 
greed that has prompted it. The ruling rate 
for grain during the summer has been 25 
cents per hundred, or 15 cents a bushel for 
wheat. The new combination propose to put 
the rate at 60 cents per hundred, which will 
be 36 cents a bushel for wheat, or considera- 
bly more than twice as much. The peculiar 
hardship of this increase in the cost of 
transportation is that it reduces the farmer’s 
price of wheat 21 cents a bushel, and other 
grains in proportion, not only on that which 
is sent to New York, but on the whole crop 
for sale. The price of grain being fixed 
abroad, the farmer’s price is that much, less 
the cost of transportation. He can only get 
the price at which shippers can afford to pur- 
chase it for shipment; he cannot sell at one 
price for shipment and at another for home 
consumption. But the effect of the excessive 
rates will be to induce farmers and shippers 
to hold as much of the grain back 
as possible for the opening of navigation 
next spring. The movement of the grain 
during the winter will be comparatively 
small, and, though the railroads will get ex- 
cessive rates on what they carry, it is not un- 
likely they will discover that they could have 
saved more money by carrying freight at a 
cheaper rate. Whenever any one of thecom- 
bined railroads is persuaded of this, the out- 
ting of rates will begin, and the combina- 
tion will be practically bioken. This will 
also be accelerated by the likelihood of a 
quarrel as to a division of the business. As 
the situation is good for a combination, it is 
equally good for fighting; and, while the 
prospect now is that grain will rule at low 
prices in the West, and large amounts will re- 
main in store during the winter, it may be 
that the railroads cannot maintain their po- 
sition. The bad faith which they show 
towards the public operates against them- 
selves frequently in the same disposition 
towards each other. We hope this may prove 
to be the case during the present winter. 


REFORM HUMBUG IN WISCONSIN. 

The humbug of the pretended reforms by 
the Democratic party has nowhere been so 
completely shown asin Wisconsin, where the 
boasters of reform have been particularly 
blatant. Among other claims made by the 
bogus Reform Administration is one to the 
effect that the Reformers have saved the 
administration of the State Government $500 
a day, and the changes have been rung upon 
it all over the State ‘by the Democratic pa- 
pers, even to the extent of issuing a litho- 
graph, with the portraits of the State officers, 
on which the same false statement is made. 
Ex-Gov. Wasusury, in his speech at Port- 
age last Monday night, to which the tele- 
graph has already alluded in Taz Trisocnz, 
so completely exposed the humbug and false- 
hood of this claim, from official data fur- 
nished by the Secretary of State, that no re- 
ply has been madeto it. The ex-Governor, 
in the first instance, showed from 
the official figures that the expenses of the 
last year of his Administration were $47,000 
less than those of the first year of Gov. Tay 
Lok's, and then entered upon a comparison 
of the fiscal year just closed with the last 
year of the Republican Administration, which 
furnishes still stronger evidence of the falsity 
of this pretended reform. The report fur- 
nished by the Secretary of State shows that 
there was received into the general fund, 
during the year just closed, $1,136,483.67, 
and that there was paid out during the same 
time for the expenses of the State Govern- 
ment, $1,260,168.39, or $128,684.72 more 
than the entire, revenue for the year. On 
the goth of September, 1874, there was a 
balance of $125,531.30 in the Treasury. On 
the 30th of September, 1875, all the cur- 
rent revenues had been -used up and 


of $1,846.58, from which financial out- 
look Gov. Wasuevren foresees that on the 
ist of January, when the Republicans 
take possession again, the general fund will 
be bankrupt over $100,000.

THE CABLE-MONOPOLY. 

We mean to get every cent we can; what 
are you going to do about it?” This, in brief, 
is the message of the managers of the Anglo- 
American Cable Company to the public of 
England and the United States. A semi-an- 
nual meeting of stockholders was held the 
other day in London. A dividend of 5 per 
cent was declared, accounts were submitted. 
and the tariff was discussed. The account 
showed that the receipts during the preced- 
ing six months had been £288,000 and the 
expenses £47,000. This left £241,000, or 
about six-sevenths of the whole, for interest 
on capital invested and profit. The Direct- 
ors were dissatisfied with the charge of 50 
cents a word, adopted May 1, because the in- 
crease in business did not atone for the 
reduction. This is certainly a hasty con- 
clusion. The new rate was not in 
force long enough to even become generally 
known, much less to produce a marked in- 
crease in the number of messages. Nor was 
the reduction suffielent to bring about a very 
great change. Cablegrams at 25 cents a word 
would be many; all manner of business com- 
munications would crowd the wires; and 
tourists abroad would use the cable to keep 
their friends on this side posted as to their 
whereabouts. The present system of having 
all your letters sent to a banker in London 
and Paris and thence forwarded involves con- 
siderable delay and no inconsiderable ex- 
pense. If each new address could be tele- 
graphed for a dollar or two, travelers 
would be quick to use the cable. The 
present rates of a dollar per word 
make the cumbrous system of having letters 
remailed in France or England a necessity. 
It is odd, too, that a Board which was dissat- 
isfied with the receipts from a 50-cent tariff 
should have reduced the charge to 25 cents a 
word as soon as the Direct Cable Company 


began operations. Lord Mowcx, who pre- 


sided at the stockholders’ meeting, said that 
when the direct cable was repaired, the tariff 
of the original Company would still be fixed 
at one dollar per word. We may be permit- 
ted to doubt this. It shows, however, what 
the public has to hope from this monopoly. 
When a stockholder said he hoped that the 
Directors ‘‘would not proceed on the system 
of extracting the last penny from 
the public,” and suggested the advis- 
ability of trying a tariff of 75 cents 
a word, Lord Moncx remarked, with a laugh, 
that the Board “‘had found a six-shilling 
($1.50) rate the best.” Cheap telegraphy be- 
tween England and America would do almost 
as much to bind the two countries together 
as cheap postage does. It is fast becoming 
an international necessity. If England 
should extend her postal-telegraph system to 
the ocean cables, she would advance civiliza- 
tion. 7 

The best Centennial celebration for the 
City of Philadelphia would be to destroy the 
power of the Ring that now governs it, and 
has done so for many years. A slight step in 
this direction has been taken by the Union 
League Club. The 1,100 members of the 
Club are not all Republicans, but the vast 
majority of them are, and the organization 
acts as a Republican one in all local political 
matters. For a good while, the Ring has had 
aring through the League’s nose, and has 
been dragging it anywhere and everywhere. 
Last July, however, it declared that it would 
not support the candidates of ‘‘that dicta- 
torial band of men, nominally of both par- 
ties, but without true allegiance to either, 
which now rules and oppresses our city, 


and is disgracing and destroying the Repub- 


lican organization.” Sept. 24, the Executive 
Committee of the League reported some reso- 
lutions asking three Republican candidates 
for city offices to withdraw on account of 
their bad character and their affiliations with 
the Ring. There has been a heated discus- 
sion during these four weeks, but the Club 
has finally sustained its Committee and its 
own resolution of July by a vote of 644 to 
451. This will probably insure the defeat of 
the obnoxious candidates, so that Philadel- 
phia will have a little less bad showing to 
make to her inquisitive foreign visitors. But 
suppose some ef those visitors should come 
to this country with the especial object of 
studying our municipal institutions.

r NATIONAL UNIVERSALIST CONVENTION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 


Boston, Oct. 21.—There was a very warm 
time in the Universalist Convention to-day over 
a resolution offered the first thing after assem- 
bling, that, in the judgment of the Convention, 
the assertions im one of the addresses of last 
evening (meaning the Rev. Dr. Ry- 
ders, of Obicago), that the Universalist 
preachers and press do not feel charged 
with the purpose of converting men to God, is 
uutrue and deeply unjust to the ministry and the 
press, and is hereby disapproved. Motions to 
table and indefinitely postpone were lost. The 
Rev. Dr. Ryder said that a motion to partic- 


ularize the name of the party was proper. He 


continued : 

Do not whip any other man over my shoulder, If 
you mean me, say so like men. Set forth the lan- 
guage objected to in ali its terms in the resolution. 
Perhaps the man who niade them will remark, “ Why 
did I say that?” and gracefully withdraw it. If I said 
anything that is not exactly warranted, I am sorry 
for it, If I pricked some bubble that ought to 
be pricked, Iam glad of it. If I did more harm than 
good I am sorry for it, If I did more good than harm, 
it is about the way 1 generally do things, and I am 
about up to a levei of the average out West. They 
had pretty large liberty, and it was no wonder that 

men were shocked at the Western way of 


speaking.” 

Ths Rev. James Gordon, of Illinois. did not 
see anything objectionable in the address of Dr. 
Ryder, especially as it was delivered in the heat 
of extemporaneous debate. He thought that the 
ministery did aot feel sufficiently charged with the 
duty of saving souls. It was true none of us 
feit as we ought to on this subject. 

Objection was made that this did not neces- 
sarily commit the Convention, and, after further 
talk, Dr. Ryder said he believed in the Universa- 
list denomination, aud had been working for it for 
many years, and be had a belief that he enjoyed 
the confidence of hie brethren West and East. 
When he stood before the United States Conven- 
tion in response to its invitation, he felt it his 
duty to speak as freely as if in his own church. 
He went into the pulpit last night hop- 
ing that he had ability and courage to 
say what he thought it his duty to 
say. Until he saw on paper what he had said 
he would stand on the record. But if he had 
seid what he believed, though all this Convention 
were in arms against him, he should stand by 
his opinion. 

The resolution was taken from the table when 
the Convention met in the afternoon. 

The Rev. Mr. Rugg, of Providence, contended 
that it was no part of the business of the Con- 
vention to cousider and act upon addresses that 
were not made to the Convention. 

The Rev. Dr. Ryder then took the platform 
end read from tbe notes of the reporters what 
he did really eay, aud said, after looking them 
over, that he should stand by them. From an

GUARANTIES OBTAINED FROM CHINA, 

Loxpon, Oct. 21.—The English Foreign Office 
has received a telegram from Minister Wade, 
dated Shanghai, 18th inst., in «hich it is said 
that the guarantees obtained from Chinese dy 
the British in the recent negotiations include 
the dispatch of a mission to England 
bearing an apology for the Yunnan outrage, 
and safe conduct to Burmah for the Commis- 
sioners of Inquiry.

THE CURRENCY. 

Berti, Oct. 4.—The North German Gazetle 
of this ¢venivg states that the coinage reform 
in Germany bas been making good progress 
since the beginning of July, from which date the 
banks were forbidden to issue notes below the 
value of 50 marks. The circulation of bank 
notes has decreased during the months of July 
and August by 175,702,987 marks, aud the with- 
drawal of notes below 100 marks has been near- 
ly completed. The diminution of the bank- note 
circulation, continues the Gazette, ia the intended 
and expected result of the transition to the 
gold standard. On the 17th of September bank 
votes intended for withdrawal! to the amount of 
170,000,000 marks were still in circulation, of 
which notes to the value of 42,378,000 marks 
only were notes of the Prussian Bank, and that 
amount has already been reduced since. In the 
event of the Prussian Bank havisg in circula- 
tion notes of the value of 100 marks and up- 
wards amouuting to a sum exceeding the wants 
of commerce, the notes in excess will have to be 
exchanged by the bank for gold coin.

PROPOSED ABOLITION OF CLERICAL PATRONAGE 

IN PROSSIA. 
Pali Maii Gazette. 

It appears, if we may trust the Cologne Ga- 
zette, that a new ecclesiastical measure is in coa- 
templation for the comiog session of Parliament. 
The new bill is to be an abolition of patronage 
bill, somewhat similar to that passed * — 
the English Pachament the year be- 
fore last for the Scotch Kirk, without, 
however, providing compensation to che 
patrons for the rights they are to be asked to 
surreader. By the seventeenth article of the 
Prussian Constitution tho prospect of a re- 
vision of the law of patronage was kept in view. 
but since 1859 no steps have been taken to carry 
the intention into effect. In the whole of 
Prussia there are, in convection with the 
Catholic Charch, over 1,000 ecclesiastical offi- 
cers in the gift of private patrone; about 
500 in that ai the State; and the great mass, 
or 5,200, are in that of the Bishops. The aboli- 
tion of clerical patronage would, therefore, be 
equivalent to a revolution in the Church. What 
is proposed is to substitute election by the con- 
gregations for the presentation by private 
patrous and the State, while the former will 
be relieved from all burdens in connection 
with the maintenance of the churches. 
In regafd to episcopal patronage, it 
is suggested that it chall continue, 
but should be so modified that presentations 
shall not take effect without allowing to the con- 
gregations concerned the right of objection, 
which seems sométhing like the veto law, which 
was so long the cause of controversy in the 
Church of Scotiand. We are not told what pre- 
cise effect the objections of the congregation are 
intended to have; bat it must be sup- 
posed that they are designed if not 
obviated to prevent the epi al presen- 
tation from taking effect. The bill u. justified by 
the Cologne Gazelle as a measure of policy; but 
it 18 not denied that it is another blow aimed at 
the independence of the Catholic Church. In- 
deed, it is claimed that the State is entitled in 
self-protection to disarm iw enemies and to 
weaken them by all the means in its power. 80 
that the author, or those who are suggesting 
such a meazure, contemplate the intensification 
of the struggle between Church and State.

THE AUSTRO-TURKI8H RAILWAYS. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 2.—According to the 
agreement concluded last Thursday between the 
Austrian and Ottoman Governments, the works 
for the completion of the railway line from Bell- 
over to Sofia are to be commenced in the spring 
of next year, or eight months at latest from the 
date of the signature of the treaty (i. ¢., the Sist 
of May, 1876).

HORRIBLE MURDERS. 
London Timea, 

Rome, Sept. 25.—I devote this letter to two 
horrible murders. I am prompted to do so main- 
ly on account of the remarkable coincidence or 
analogy between the one last committed and the 
fearful ‘‘ Whitechapel-road mystery, which now 
absorbs the attention of the London public. 80 
strangely alike are they, that some have felt in- 
clined to think that the mystery ot the Ro- 
man railway station is but a ghastly hoax sag- 
gested by the Whitechapel case and played off 
by come medical students with the subject from 
a dissecting-room ; bat the horros directed. to be 
left till called for” has been lying in the 
goods department here since before the llth of 


Septem ber. 

About the beginning of this month, a box, 
measuring a metre in length and 50 centimetres 
in depth, and strongly corded, arrived, with 
other goods, from Naples. It was directed to a 
Francesco Buono, and was put aside, in accord- 
ance wita the direction, until the owner should 
send or call for it. It had been noticed for some 
time that a very offensive and graduallv-inereas- 
ing email pervaded the wafehouse where it was 
stored, and, finally, on examination being made, 
it waa ascertained to come from this box, from 
which it was then observed a thick fetid matter 
was oozing. After some deliberation the po- 
liee authorities were communicated with, 
and an order obtained for the exami- 
nation of the contents. The lid was re- 
moved, and with it came forth such a volume 
of stench that every one started back. On 
approaching again and removing some super- 
figial pecking, they were horrified to behold the 
almost naked body of a young woman in a fear- 
ful state of decomposition. It was all huddled 
up together, the legs bent forward and down 
upon the body, and the arms crossed upon the 
breast iu order to cram the corpse into the 
space; the whole such a mass of rottendess 
that at firet the sex was only ascertained by the 
long bair. It was packed in with tow and saw- 
dust; a thick layer of rock salt laid over it, and 
the inside of the box had been carefully lined to 
close the crevices between the boards, The 
body was removed as speedily as’ ble 
to the dead-house at the Campo Verano, 
the large cemetery outside the Porta 
San Giovanni, where Dr. Le ni pro- 
ceeded to make an examination im 
order to ascertain the cause of death, The first 
thing observed was a long incision dividing the 
abdomen, and it was then found that the con- 
tents, both of the abdomen and thorax, had 
been removed and the cavity filled with salt. 
Further examination proved that there were no 
external marks of violence, and it is therefore 
supposed that the girl must have been poisoned 
and the entrails withdrawn before the body was 
crushed into the box to prevent the cause of 
death from being detected. At the same time, 
this may have been done and the salt inserted 
instead with the intention of arresting decompo- 
sition for as long a period as possible. The 
bedy is that of a young girl of about 18 
years of age, slight io figure, and with long chest- 
nut hair; bat asa marked deformity has been 
ascertained by which one shoulder was 
evidently raised above the other, it is supposed 
that neither passion in whatever phase no jeal- 
ousy can have caused the crime. What amount 
of beauty the face may have possessed it is im- 
possible to judge, so entirely are the features 
marred. From the appearance of the finger 
nails, which are long and well tended, she would 
appear to have been of gentle birth, or, at any 
rate, not of servile condition. The surgeons are 
of opmion that death was caused either by poi- 
son or suffocation, as the appearance of the 
brain would seem to show. The incision along 
the abdomen would seem to have been made by 
a practiced hand. Of course, the police are in 
full communication with Naples on the subject, 
but, thus far, nothing has been ascertained ex- 
cept that a short time back application was made 
by a father whose daughter had mysteriously 
disappeared. : 

The other murder, or series of murders, com- 
mitted by the same band, bears also a certain 
analogy to the Whitechapel road mystery, inas- 
much as the murderer interred his victims be- 
neath the flooring of his worksbop. 

In the month of August last great alarm was 
created in the village of Incisa, near Florence, 
py the mysterious diappearance of two children 
—a boy 9 years old on the morning of the Ast, 
and another boy of 8 the following evening. It 
was supposed that they might have fallen into 
the stream where they went to fish and bathe, 
but no traces of them or their clothes could be 
found. All kinds of exaggerated ideas got 
afloat in the village, more particularly as these 
were not the first children who had suddenly 
disap and it was asserted that 
there were children-killers in the adjoining 
wood. On the 29th one * the S the 
village was arranging her hair at win- 
ps of her room, when she heard — 
shrieks, aod ized} them as coming from & 
child she knew, a certain Amerigo Turchi, a boy 
9 years old, amd that they proceededfrom the 
workshop of one Carlo Grandi, a cart carpeater. 
She rushed down into the street and alarmed the 
neighbors, who made for the workshop, which 
they found closed, the boy crying loudly for help 
from within. After vain attempts to get Grandi 
to admit them, they burst open the door aud 
found him struggling to force the boy intos 
hole. He had cut the child fearfully sbout the 
head, and from whose mouth also blood was

Sz. Lovis, Oct. 21.—The attorneys for the 
indicted whisky distillers appeared in the United 
States Circuit Court this morning and announo- 
ed that the defehdants wished to withdraw their 
pleas of not guilty, heretofore entered, and to 
submit pleas of guilty to the various counts of 
the several indictments. Judge Treat repiied 
that he was ready to receive any pleas which 
they might desire to make. The defendants 
then came forward in person and pleaded. 
John L. Bernecher, Barett Hengelech, G. Bens- 
berg, Louis Teuscher, R. W. Uirici, G. B. Bing- 
ham, J: W. Bingham, and F. C. Tederer pleaded 
guilty to those counts which charge them with 
the removal of distilled spirits without payment 
of taxes, respectively from their own distilleries 
to places other than the distillery warehouses, 
The counts to which they did not plead guilty 
were for emptying spirits without effacing 
stamps, and having in their possession stamps 
which had not been obliterated. F. Tederer, L. 
B. Quinlan, B. A. Humtlan, W. H. Wadsworth, 
and G. Bensberg pleaded guilty to the 
charge of conspiring to make false inter- 
nal revenue returns, such as Gaugers’ cer- 
tificates, etc. Alfred Bevis and E. B. Fraser 
pleaded guiity to the counts in the indictments 
against them, which charge them with carrying 
on the business of distillers with the intent to 
defraud the Government. In a large number of 
civil suits against the distillers, wherein the 
Goveroment bad seized an immense amount of 
property, consisting of crooked whiskies, dis- 
tilling apparatus, etc., valued at fully $500,000, 
the defendants have appeared in court and re- 
nounced all claim to the property, and 
the United States District Attorney 
asked for judgments by default, §which 
were accordingly entered, The attorneys for 
the defendants pleading guilty and the United 
States District Attorney state that no arrange- 
ment has been made between the Government 
and we Range parties, but it is the general 
sapposition that to-day’s proceedtugs are the re- 
sult of a compromise which has been effected 
during the past week. The counts to which 
pleas of guilty have been entered involve 
ishment with fines ranging all the way from $200 
ap to $10,000, and imprsonment from 
three months to three years. Many 
suppose that the remaining counts 
in the indictments will be dismissed, 
and that the defendanots will be fined and nomi- 
nally committed, but in a short time are to be 
released by a Presidential pardon or other means 
from all danger of confinement in prison. 

BACKING DOWN.

The exports from the seaboard*from Septjl5 to Oct. 1, 
1874, were 1,402,000 bu; for same time in 1875 they 
were 3,754,000 bu, or nearly three times as much this 
year as last. There is almost no corn at country sta- 
tions; the dealers shipping it as fast as received, Lest 
year there was twenty times as much oid corn in the 
hands of farmers in Iowa as now. He thinks there 
may be a gap between oid and new corn this year that 
will send November corn up much higher than now. 
It should be remembered that nearly all the current 
receipts of corn in Liverpool are American. 

Samples of Rock Island No, 3 and rejected wheat 
Were exhibited on Change yesterday, und examined 
by several operators. The generally expressed opinion 
was to the effect that the wheat is fully as good as the 
samme grades in other elevators in this city. If the 
wheat is just as good it ought to sell at the same price, 
but it did not. The lower grades in the Rock Island 
were again discriminated against in the market, and 
reports came in to the effect that some ehippers on the 
line of the Rock Island Railroad were making ar- 
rangements to ship their wheat by other routes, It is 
a deplorable state of affairs, and one whiich should be 
wound up without delay, in justice to the people who 
own grain that is shipped into the Rock Isiand Eleva- 
tors, and have been forced to accept less for it than if 
it had been stored in other houses, At present par- 
ties who buy in this city for shipment discriminate 
against those receipts. If it can be shown them that 
the Rock Island grain is ae good as that stored eles 
where they would scarcely refuse to pay the same 
prices for it, other things being equal, We note that 
the inspection records of yesterday showed that the 
lower grades recerved into the Rock Island averaged 
heavier than those of Armour, Dole & Co, 

The barley market is now in a bad way. Tue mar- 
ket 1s heavy at once because offerings of Canada bar- 
ley are large, and because those of doctored Western 
barley were never so large as now. The last named 
fact is making buyers very suspicious, and they refuse 
to take hold unless the barley offered is above re- 
proach. This may bea bad thing for the trade just 
now, but it win tend to benefit it ultimately by puri- 
fying i:,—without the sulphur process. It will be 
well, however, for buyers to remember that they can 
alwas obtain good barley here if they want ft, and 
need have no more fear of béing swindled than the 
man who refuges to gambie has of losing at bunko.

TROUBLE IN BEECHER’S CHURCH. 


Why George A. Bell Threw Up His 
Superintendency of the Bethel. 
Hew York Sun, Oct. 20. 

Mr. Beecher has addressed a letter to George 
A. Bell, who recently resigned his office as Su- 
perintendent of the Plymouth Bethel, asking 
him to reconsider his action and to return to 
work with tbe church. He mildly rebuked Mr. 
Bell for his action, and intimated his belief that 
ig was on account of personal feelings that he 
resigned. Mr. Bell respondad that it was un- 
just in Mr. Beecher to attribute to him personal 
reasons for giving up so important a place, 
and he declioed to re-engage in work in 
Plymouth Church. The resignation of Mr. Bell 
has made much discussion in the church and in 
the Bethel, In the latter place, where be had 
worked for six years, there is intense feeling 
among the teachers against certain members of 


u 


the church, who, they say, have by a mild form 
of persecution compeiled Mr. Bell to leave them. | 


In a letter which Mr. Bell read to the teachers 
he said that be felt it was due to Plymouth 
Church to bave a man in his position who was in 
sympathy with the pastor. This feeling was not 
limited to himself, for one of the church mem- 
bers, knowing of his disaffection, had told him 
that he had no right to be Superintendent of the 
Bethel. As this was read, ope of the teachers, 
who had befriended Mr. Beecher by keeping 
Bessie Turner in his own house, jumped to bis 
feet and demanded to know who it was that said 
Mr. Bell had no right to be there. 

In spite of all protests Mr. Bell continued firm 
in his determination to leave the Bethel, and on 
Suoday afternoon he made his farewell speech 
to the teachers. After he was through, one of 
the church members bruequely accused him of 
doing wrong, and then flatly demanded to know 
of bim whether or not he believed Mr. Beecher 
to be guilty of adultery. Mr. Bell said that no 
man had a right to force him to answer that 
question, and he should not answer it. Mr. Bell 
last evening explained that his troubles with 
Piymouth Church dated very far back, and that 
suceessve events had destroyed his . 
thy with Mr. Beecher, and with the church. He 
had not approved of the charch s action in refer- 
ence to Til or in the Congregational Council. 
He should choose some other church to work 
for, and he exp very soon to ask for a letter 
of dismission from Plymouth Church. His dif-

Why We Should Speedily Return to 
the Recognized Currenoy of 
the World. | 


Draft of a Bill Providing for the Re- 
demption of Our Legal 
Tenders, 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 

Gosnen, Ind., Oct. 16.—The question of tak- 
ing such action as looks to rendering our paper- 
currency convertible into coin or its equivalent, 


is engrossing so much of public attention, and is 


a matter of such transcendent importance, that 
I venture to send you a draft of a bill suggestive 
of a method which, I believe, would accomplish 
the object without serious difficulty, and with- 
out producing violent financial disturbance. I 
shall attempt no discussion of the importance 
of having a currency convertible at pleasure in- 
to coin or its equivalent. I will, however, state 
a few of the leading considerations which in- 
duce me to believe that sound constitutional 
principles and business interests alike demand 
an early return to the recognized currency of 
the world. 

1. The emission of non-interest-bearing evi- 
dences of debt by the Government, impressing 
on them by law the form of currency, and mak- 
ing them a legal-tender in payment of private 
debts, was an exercise of doubtful constitutional 
power. It can be sustained only upon the 
theory that the national exigencies in time of 
war authorized Corgress to emit such paper 
purely as a war-measure, aod as incidental to 
the express powers granted to maintain armies, 
navies, etc., in time of war. The existence of 
such power, even to this extent, was uniformly 
denied before the War; aud, since then, the 
opinions of the ablest constitutional jurists are 
divided. I am disposed to believe that Congress 
possesses the constitutional power, as a war- 
measure, to issue its evidences of debt, 
and to compel their acceptance as a 
legal-tender. But, the exigency which alone 
justified their issuance heving passed, 
provision ought to be make, at the earhest prac- 
ticable moment, to return to gold apd silver, as 
the true constitutional currency of the country. 
Tuere can be vo good reason for keeping alive 
a policy, originally justifiable only as a war- 
measure, years after peace is secured; and a 
policy, too, of doubtful character. No ques- 
taonable power ought to be exercised by any de- 
partment of the Government, unless some great 
and pressing emergency, Which cannot other- 
wise be successfully met, shall domand it. Then, 
if such power is invoked, there ought to be as 
early a return as practicable to the exercise of 
plain and conceded constitutional powers, 

2. The Government, both by terms of the 
contract impressed upon them, and by its re- 
peated and solemn legislative deela:ations, is 
pledged to the early redemption of its legal- 
tender notes in com or its equivalent. The fail- 
ure to redeem its plighted faith indefinitely is 
national dishenor, even if no other evils followed 
in ite train. But the evils resulting from such 
disregard of solemu national engagements would 
be wide-reaching and disastrous ip all public and 


private business relations. 

3. I do not belieye any candid student of the 
Constitution will contead that, even in time of 
war, the Congress may issue its evidences of 
debt, and make them legal-tenders, and imprese 


them with the quality inherent in coin. —i. e., 


that they are not to be redeemed or paid at some 
future time in something besides themseives. 
The validity of the legal-tenders is main- 
tamable only on the ground that the debt which 
they evidence is either presently, or at some 
futare time, to be paid in that sort of currency 
which, by the usages and necessiligg of civilized 
mankind, and by the terms of th Constitution, 
is recognized as having in uself the inbherent ele- 
ment of value, aud thus capable of the ullimale 
payment of debt. Hence the Goverament has 
no constitutional right or power to postpone in- 
definitely the redemption of her non-ioterest- 
bearing obligations. 

4. If Congress, however, is possessed of the 
legislative omnipoteoce to compel the people to 
submit to a forced loan in time of wac, by issue- 
ing its legal-tender evidence of debt, which 
shall, like gold or silver 
Goverument, never be redeemable, common 
honesty and private security alike demand 
that such powers shall not be exercised. When 
the Government is forced to raise money by 
compelling the people to accept its evidence of 
debt as money, justice demands that it shall pay 
such debts at the earliest practicable moment. 

5. No excuse can be ftramed, and no war- 
raut of authority formel, for compelling 


| the people to accept the evidences of debt is- 


sued by the Government in time of peace aa the 
equivalent of coin in all public and private 
The existence of such power in 
time of peace, unlimited except by the caprice 
of the dominant party, would put the means 
into the hands of a few ambitious men of vault- 


| ing into autocratic power on the rums of Con- 


stitutional Government. Whoever claims that 
such tremendous, such dangerous power has 
been delegated to Congress, ought to be able to 
point to some provision of the Constitution, 80 
plain and unambiguous in its terms that no in- 
genuity can evade it. 

6. The existence of such power is at war with 
the genius of free institutions. It places the 
great fundamental right, inberent in man as 
such,—to enjoy the fruits of his owa labor, with- 
out interference by Government farther than is 
essential to its maiptenance,—in the arbitrary 
grasp of the party in power. It violates the 
social compact, by practically giving the Govern- 
ment the power to absorb the entire private 
ent nings of tae people, aud compelling them to 
accept in exchange mere irredeemable pieces of 
paver. It, iu effect, assumes that Congress has 
the power to create wealth, or values, by naked 
legal enactment ; when, in truth, it only pos- 
sesses the power to compel the people to yield 


up some portion of the accumulated wealth 


Labor, not 
creates wealth, and produces 
or utilizes everythmg having vullimate 
values. Congress may create, in a sense, 
a present value by promising to return in 
the future s fair equivalent; but the equivalent 
must be made valuable by labor, or be the prod- 
uct of labor. No legislation can impart perma- 
neut or intrinsic value to mere uredeemable 
pieces of paper. 

7. But if the power exists authorizing Con- 
gress to emit, in time of peace, its evidences of 
debt, and make them legal tender, its exercise

views of Congressmen. Unfortunate indeed is 
the condition of any peopie whose private inter- 
ests and business engagements are subject to 
daily interference by the Government. I know 
of no fitter definition of despotic power. 

8. An inconvertible currency is necessarily a 
fluctuating currency. From this flow conse- 

uences which mustend in financial disaster. 
t is, I believe, safe to say that, since the close 
ofthe War, the people have lost a thousand 
million of dollars by the instability of the cur- 
rency. ‘To illustrate: The prices of nearly all 
consumable goods are based upon a coin-stand- 
ard. The jobber purchases goods abroad, paya- 
ble on time in coin or its equivalent; and, to 
cover risk of logs by fluctuation of the value of 
paper currency, he adds not less than 5 per 
cent to the selling price of such goods. This 
charge is simply in the nature of insurance 
against fluctuation, and principally falls on 
the farmer and laboring man. The same law of 
trade governs in case of sales of the sta- 
ple productions of the country: and the farmer 
and producer loses on the price of hia vendible 
commodities about the same percentage. Thus 
the farming and productive industries of the 
country are weighed down by a double burden, 
caused alone by a fluctuating currency: (1) A 
burden on all they consume; (2) a like burden 
on all they produce. I believe it is demonstrat- 
able that the annual logs to the people from 
this cause alone exceeds $100,000,000, No peo- 
ple can permanently endure such a tax upon its 
industries. Notbing but the superior product- 
tiveness Of the country could have so long en- 
abled us to bear this burden. 

9. The power to create indefinite quantities of 
irredeemabie currency is a standing invitation to 
profligate and dishonest expenditures by the 
Government. In time, it would corrupt every 
branch of the public service. Rings 
and speculators would infest the halls of legisla-

An Act to provide for the redemption of the legal- 
tender United States notes, 

Be it enacted, etc, Sromiox 1. That, from and after 
Jau. 1, 1879, it shall be the duty of the Secretary of 
the Treasury to redeem, in sums not less than 
$50, the legal-tender United States then out- 
standing, in gold coin, and in bonds of the United 
States bearing interest at the rate of 6 per cant 
annum, payable semi-anaually in coin, in manner . 
lowing, viz,; During the first year after Jan. I, 1879, 
said Treasurer, in making said redemption, shall pay 20 

r cent thereof in coin, and 50 per cent in said bonds; 

uring the second year thereof, he shall pay % per 
cent thereof in coin, and 60 per cent in bonds; 
during the third year thereafter, ne shall pay 60 
cent thereof in coin, and 40 per cent in said — 
du the fourth year th ter, he shall pay 50 per 
cent thereof in coin, and 20 per ceut in said bonds: 
and thereafter all said notes then outstanding shall be 
redeomabie in coin only, And said Secretary is au- 
thorized to reissue and pay out, from time to time, 
upon any debt or obligation of the United States for 
which said notes are s jegai-tender such an amount of 
said notes, 60 as aforesaid redeemed, as shall be equal 
to the amount thereof redeemed iu said bonds; Pro- 
vided that none of said notes #0 redeemed shall be 
reissued after Jan. 1, 1883; and, from and after said 
date last aforesaid, said notes then outstanding shall 
not be a legal-tender in payment of private debts. 

bec, 2, ‘That, in order to carry into effect the pro- 
visions of the foregoing section, the Secretary of the 
Treasury is hereby authorized to use any surplus 
coin in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated; and 
he is authorized to issue, in a sum or sums not ex- 
ceeding $200,000,000, coupon or registered bonds of 
the United States, in such form ap he may prescribe, 
with hke qualities, privileges, aud exemptions, of
